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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. In Paragraph 22, "master equiment" is misspelled and should be changed to either 
"master equipment" or "master device." 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US Patent 
6,622,018 to Erekson. 

5. Regarding claim 1, Erekson discloses an information appliance control system 
comprising: a console having a transmitter for wirelessly transmitting control signals; a plurality 
of information appliances, each information appliance comprising a receiver for receiving the 
control signals to control operations of the information appliance (Col. 2, lines 9- 24, Col. 6, 
lines 47-54, Col. 12, lines 7-20, Col. 13, lines 1-24 and Fig. 6). 

6. Regarding claim 2, Erekson discloses the information appliance control system of claim 1 
wherein the control signals transmitted by the console conforms to the IEEE 802.1 lb (Col. 4, 
lines 49-53 and Col. 7, lines 35-39). 
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7. Regarding claim 3, Erekson discloses the information appliance control system of claim 2 
wherein the console and the plurality of information appliances all use a Bluetooth protocol to 
send and receive the control signals (Col. 2, lines 22-25 and 58-62, Col. 4, lines 41-49, Col. 6, 
lines 54-57, Col. 7, lines 22-35, Col. 8 lines 30-32 and Col. 14, lines 42-44).
